She died, at the

j mighty God can give to any man in 
i public life is to permit hi~i to come 
I into the world under circumstances 
I which, enable him to know the life 
i status of the man who works.

Moore, Cox’s “bull dog" manager to 
the chairmanship and a switch in the 
committee control to such Cox men as 
Norman E. Mack. of New York, Wil- 
bur*Marsh of Iowa, O- G. Johnson of 
Mississippi and others of the commit­ 
tee with leaders like Murphy, Taggart 
and Brennan exercising an "advis­ 
ory’ influence. 
Secretary E. G. Hoffman of Indiana 
may be retained in his present posit­ 
ion.

“Let me say it to you, friends and neighbors—aye, let me

paths once more, I would not be here in the capacity which has 
inspired your greetings.

Herbert Welsh, of Philadelphia, has recently made public 
an artide giving his testimony of appreciation of the character 
of the late Dr. James H. Hyslop, a native of our county, and his 
belief in the peculiar theories of Dr. Hyslop for which he was I 
so largely noted, that the spirit of man survives after the shock 
of death. Mr. Welsh says: 
“The subject has aroused a widespread public interest in the 
minds of thousands of persons who hitherto either took no in- j 
terest in the question of human survival after bodily death as a 
scientific problem or were so disgusted with the obvious frauds 
connected with crude ‘spiritualism* that they wanted to have 
nothing to do with any examination of the question. 
But that 
feeling of disgipt, fear or suspicion, which belonged to compara­ 
tively recent times, is rapidly passing away among sincere, in­ 
telligent and educated persons. 
With one who knew Doctor Hyslop as intimately as I have 
done within the last decade, great respect for psychic research 
would naturally come about, out of respect for the intellectual and 
moral qualities of the man. To a very vigorous, straight-moving 
mind, one wholly unaffected by any form of petty consideration, 
he joined the simplest and truest of characters. 
“Out of all his years of patient observation, during which 
he spared himself neither time nor care nor trouble, finally giv­ 
ing his life through ever-prolonged exertion, there comes to my 
mind this one statement which he made frequently to me, and 
doubtless to many another, as the rich product of it all: 
‘I 
consider the surv ival of the human spirit after the shock of bodily 
death to be a fact as well proved as any other accepted in phy­ 
sical science.’ ”

known historian, poe;, novelist and 
educator, dried after a long 
illness 
Tuesday at his home 
in Vineyard 
Place, Mt. Tusculum, Cincinnati. He 
was 85 years of age. 
Dr Venable was bom 
April 
29, 
3836, in a log house built 
by his 
father cm a farm near Waynesville 
in Warren county- In bds 
youth he 
began the 
historical 
investigations 
which later established his reputa­ 
tion ag an authority in all that per­ 
tains to the literary annals of the 
Ohio Valley. 
Out of his early reserches grew a 
aeries of notaJble 
historical works. 
Venable’s School 
History 
of 
the 
United States, published in 1872 was 
for more than a generation the stand­ 
ard text book in Ohio and many other 
states. 
Not only as poet and historian, but 
as educator, essayist and novelist. Dr. 
Venable contributed to/ the litera­ 
ture and traditions of the Ohio Val­ 
ley. 
His, ‘‘A Dream of Emoire” of 
“The House of Blennerhassett,” was 
published in 1892 and was nroncunced 
by Benjamin Parker as 
“the 
one 
great novel of the Burr-Blennerhas- 
sett episode, and one of the strong* 
est, most gracefully constructed and 
captivating 
of 
modem 
historical 
romances.” 
The death of Dr. Venable 
marks 
the passing of the last member of 
that distinguished circle o f American 
poets, represented in Ohio by Alice 
and Phoebe Cary, William D. Galla­ 
gher, Coates Kinney, William Dean 
Howells and others.
